Paris, Wednesday, Dec. 1; 1969. 
When I first visited and dwelt in this city 

LOUIS PHILIPPE ‘was within eighteen months of 

the close of his career; and before I‘ left Louis 

NAPOLEON had hetrayed the Republic and was 

coqueting with the Empire; and that is seven- 

teen years ago. Let us casta hasty glance at 
the Paris of that olden time, and compare it with 
the Paris of to-day. Pari then, in 1850, was an 
essentially French city. It belonged exclusively 
to the Parisians, and had many customs peculiar 
to iteclf, some of them vastly annoying to stran- 
gers. It imposed its dréss and its habits on those 
whom it permitted to come from abroad and so- 
journ within ite walls. Mine heat swindled them, 
and the shopkeepers took what the innkeepers 
left. They had some privileges and saw many 
strange sights, they profited certainly by foreign 
travel and hvying in new lands, but it was long 
before they felt at home, and there was a linger- 
ing sense of deprivation which would not be dis- 
pelled. The American had one banker to draw 
upon and one hotel to alight at; and he heard 
from home once a month—in Winter—by those 
antique Cunarders, the Brifanma, the Columbia 
and the others. If he waa ofa Saxon build and 
of a florid habit, people looked hard at him in 

the streeta and said he was a “rosbif”’ or a 

“milor.” American girls could not go out walk- 

ing alone, because French girls did not; and they 

could not wear yellow, nor velvet, nor diamonds, 

because they must do as the French girls did.
